Epictetus. 


This vear I have selected 
For example: “A ship 


ought not to be held by a single anchor, nor a life by a single hope.’ 


That is a:good thought with 
which to begin a new year. Epicte- 
tus was born in Phrygia (about 
75 miles west of Angora, Turkey) 
between 50 and 60 A. D.. As a boy 
he was a slave and was probably 
taken to Rome as a young man. 

Eventually he gained freedom 
and continued to live in Rome and 
teach philosophy until he later 
moved to Greece. For two or three 
days, let me share with you some 
of his teachings: 

‘‘God says to me, — ‘Epictetus, 
if it had been possible, I would 
have made this little body of thine 
free, and not liable to hmdrances. 
And now, make no mistake: — it 


is not thy own, but only a finer 
mixture of clay. 

‘* ‘Since then, I could not give 
thee this, I have given thee a 


certain portion of Mysclf: — fife 
faculty of exerting the powers of 
pursuits and avoidances, of desires 
and aversions, — in a word, the 
use of your will, 

‘**Take care of it, and make 
what is thy own to consist in this: 
—thou wilt never be restrained, 
never be hindered; thou wilt not 
groan, wilt not complain, wilt not 
flatter any one. 

‘**Do all these advantages seem 
small to thee? Heaven forbid! Let 
them suffice thee then, and thank 
God’.”’

In the three most contro- 


versial policy areas—farm, education and foreign aid—the conserva- 
tive members of the Cabinet, led by Secretary of the Treasury George 
Humphrey, have agreed that the political realities at home and abroad 


require a new approach. 

In the light of political pressure 
on the farm and education pro- 
grams, they have conceded it will 
be necessary to provide more fed- 
eral funds. And in the administra- 
tion if not in the financing of for- 
eign aid, it will also be necessary 
to give the impression of a more 
imaginative and generous policy. 

The defense budget for 1956 is a 
compromise between all the talk 
of the Geneva spirit during the 
last six months and the solemn 
military estimate placed before 
Secretaries Dulles, Humphrey and 
Wilson by the NATO commander 
in Paris recently. 


It is now set at $35,500,000,000 
which, with increased labor and 
material costs, will be perhaps a 
little less than this year. -This, 
however, is more than many of- 
ficials here thought it would be 
three months ago, though it 
scarcely reflects the NATO mili- 
lary report that the Soviet mili- 
tary threat is greater now than 
ever before. 

Those in the administration who 
wanted to see a major increase 
in the request for new foreign aid 
funds have apparently been de- 
feated again. The request will be 
about $2,700,000,000, but one con- 


cession has been made: A new ef: 
fort will be made to get greater 
flexibility into the program, to 
speed up expenditures over this 
year and to direct them into 
projects that dramatize the efforts 
that are being made to help the 
underdeveloped areas. 

On the domestic front the shad- 
ow of the presidential election has 
forced a somewhat greater change. 
There is at least agreement within 
the Cabinet that the administration 
cannot go to the country with the 
same farm and education programs 
presented at the beginning of this 
year. 

The official line is still that the 
school building program is pri- 
marily a local responsibility, and 
that federal aid must be given 
only.wWhere there is proved need or 
inability on the part of the local 
community to pay. 

Similarly, the principle of flex- 
ible supports for farm commodi- 
ties is stoutly defended by all 
members of the Cabinet. But in 
both the education and farm fields, 
ingenious efforts are being made 
to provide more federal aid with- 
out conceding that the programs 
are essentially different.

Milady’s worst figure fault, 
and frankly the one that defies 
all slimming tricks of the dress- 
maker's trade is — the stom- 
ach. Anatomically it’s the abdo- 
men, but at any rate it’s that 
spreading middle measurement. 

Nature designed a beautifully 
efficient girdle, with muscle 
strands opposing and balancing 
each other. Long narrow mus- 
cles attach at the top to the rib 
cage near the wishbone, and 
fasten at the other extreme at 
the front of the pelvis. 

These are the up-pull muscles. 
The in-pull action comes from 
broad flat muscles that span out 
at an angie to cover the side 
front of the silhouette. Under- 
neath these are other muscle 
layers. Now that’s some girdle! 

Try pulling up, starting 
lift with the lower abdominal 
muscles and as you pul! up snug- 
ly, pull in. Make certain not to 
lift with the wishbone, for that 
elevates the shoulders. Force the 
middle muscles themselves to 
take the action — for that's 
streamlining. 

Restore elasticity to this mus- 
cular network so that.these mus- 
cles will be up to holding 
figure to amlines. The fol- 
lowing exercises, taken from the 
WAC Field Manual, are excel- 
lent for helping you to acquire 
sound muscular tone in this vital 
area.

Ellis says in the department's monthly publication that 
after Christmas there will still remain ‘‘special unmet needs 
of the children, the elderly, the disabled'’ which cannot be 
met with tax funds. 

The cheer which many welfare clients receive each Christ- 
mas through gifts provided by various organizations may be 
continued throughout the year by giving money for special 
needs or providing special services for which tax funds are 
not available, he added. 

Eliis said the department's case-work staff will be happy 
to advise with donors ‘“‘concerning ways and applicable pro- 
cedures whereby the most good can be accomplished.”’
